BERLIN, (AM—DNB (German 
News Agency) — Reported from 
Waldenburg, in Silesia, today that 
new Czechoslovak troop mobiliza¬ 
tion movements were observed 
across the order along a 65-mile 
front from Troppau to Trauienau. 

The agency said artillery and 
machine guns could be seen in 
position by observers with the aid 
of field glasses. 

The roads again were occupied 
by military barricades erected at 
the frontiers. 

(In London the Czechoslovak le¬ 
gation categorically denied Ger¬ 
man reports that the Czechoslovak 
army was mobilizing. 

(A spokesman at the legation 
said Jan Masaryk, the minirter to 
London, was Informed there was 
“nothing unusual to report.”) 

(Troppau and Trautenau are lo¬ 
cated near the northern boundary 
of Czechoslovakia facing German 
Silesia where natural defenses of 
the republic are weakest.) 

The agency’s report said the 
massing of Czech troops was re¬ 
ported from many points and that 
a new German regiment had been 
sent to Braunau in German Aus¬ 
tria, near the southwestern border 
of Czechoslovakia. 

DNB said the Sudeten German 
population in Czechoslovakia had 
been placed in a state of unrest by 
these military measures which 
came in the midst of the harvest 
season, especially because previous 
mobilization of Czechoslovak re¬ 
serves in May greatly interfered 
with agricultural work. 

At many points in Czechoslo¬ 
vakia horses and wagons were re¬ 
quisitioned and roads blocked, 
German reports said. 

Massachusetts Hits 
Back at U. S. Court 

BOSTON. (JP )—A federal judge’s 
order to the New Haven railroad 
to close 88 stations today brought 
quick retaliation from the Massa¬ 
chusetts legislature—an investiga¬ 
tion of the road and its subsid¬ 
iaries. 

The legislature, after once turn¬ 
ing back a resolve for the probe, 
early today appropriated 55000 for 
an investigation. 

Proponents supported Senator 
Donald W. Nicholson’s assertion: 
"One federal judge can’t tell the 
people of Massachusetts what sta-1 
tions will be clo.sed up.” 

Yacht ‘Borrowers’ 
May Face Charges

Foote of Watsonville, signed com¬ 
plaints against the boys — Lyle 
Tara. 17, James Henninger, 17, 
and William Grace, 16--before he 
left by plane for Mexico a couple 
of weeks ago to recover the Tira.

Over Use of Play Facilities 


I PITTSBURGH. (AM—Police re¬ 
stored order early today in Pitts- 
brugh’s turbulent northside after 
a second wild night of street riot¬ 
ing between races that resulted 
in the wounding by gunfire of a 
detective and a negro and the ar¬ 
rest of at least 40 persons. 

Those under arrest were held 
for hearings today on charges of 
inciting to riot. 

In another outbreak in the north 
side’s West park — where. police 
say the ill feeling between the 


whites and negroes arose during 
the summer over use of recre¬ 
ational facilities—one man’s skull 
was fractured. 

City Detective Vemer Wagner, 
40, wae shot in a leg as he anti 
other detectives leaped from a po¬ 
lice scout car to break up a mob 
of both races. Wounded in the 
same melee was James Lee Dixon, 
21, who was shot in both legs. 

The smoldering ill feeling broke 
out Wednesday night in sporadic 
street fights. 


Damages of $103,226.56 for loss 
of a Los Angeles woman’s sanity 
as the result of auto crash injuries 
were demanded today in a su¬ 
perior court suit brought here 
against Paul D. and H. C. Dut¬ 
ton, Orange tire dealers. 

Plaintiff in the case was Mrs. 
Julia Weber, now a patient in 
Patton state hospital, suing 
through C. M. Weber as guardian. 

She alleges a crash last Oct. 26 
at La Palma street and Brook- 
hurst avenue with a car driven by 
Paul Dutton resulted in a frac¬ 
tured skull, concussion and other 
injuries which caused her to lose 
her reason. She was declared in¬ 
sane by Los Angeles superior 
court last Dec. 29, the complaint 
alleges. 

Mrs. Weber was riding in a car 
driven by Bessie H. Weber at the 
time of the crash, according to the 
complaint filed by Leo J. Friis, 
Anaheim attorney. She alleges 
both Dutton brothers are liable 
since they are in business as part¬ 
ners, and claims the driver, Paul 
Dutton, was negligent and caused 
the crash. She demands $100,000 
damages for loss of her sanity and 
$226.56 medical expenses.

O’Brien asserted.

Opening 
Oil Case 
Sought 

Reopening of the sensational 
Eden Oil case loomed today as 
notice of a motion for new trial 
was filed in superior court. 

Lew Blodget and Charles Swan- 
ner, attorneys for the plaintiff in 
the case which rocked county po¬ 
litical circles just before the 1936 
election, filed notice with (Jounty 
Clerk B. J. Smith just before noon 
today. 

WATERED OIL 

If the motion is granted, details 
of road-oil sales to the county in 
1936 will be gone over again in 
superior court, where a week’s 
trial apd chemist’s reports result¬ 
ed last year in revelations that 
the county had been sold oil con¬ 
taining up to 40 per cent water, 
instead of the 2 per cent allow¬ 
able under the contract. 

At the same time Blodget and 
Swanner have pending a motion to 
strike out a cost bill presented by 
the county, defendant and cross¬ 
complainant in the case, for $146.55 
witness and reporter’s fees. That 
motion is scheduled to be heard 
next Friday. 

ARRESTS FOLLOW 

The oil case, which “broke” only 
a few days before the 1936 elec¬ 
tion, Involved sensational charges 
and resulted in a libel suit, arrest 
of two newspapermen and polit¬ 
ical repercussions against the then 
Supervisor W. C. Jerome, who was 
defeated for re-election. 

Suit was brought by Don Jer¬ 
ome, son of the supervisor, and 
William Iverson, partners who 
bought the Eden refinery near 
Huntington Beach, to collect $1,- 
729.70 for road oil delivered to the 
county during 1936 under a con¬ 
tract with the board of super¬ 
visors. 

TA.MPERING INTIMATED 

The county came back with a 
cross-complaint charging the oil 
contained excess water and dam¬ 
aged county roads. Judge Benja¬ 
min F. Warmer of San Bernardino, 
brought in to hear the trial in 
June of last year, intimated from 
the bench that elthgr the oil or 
the samples given the county had 
been “tampered with.” 

Reports by Dr. Arnold O. Beck¬ 
man, Cal Tech che.n*st-(aj)ihowed 
that samples of the oil taken 
monthly showed progressively wa¬ 
ter over the 2 per cent allowable 
in the contract. 

CASE ENDS IN DRAM' 

Judge Warmer finally declared 
the case a draw, denying both 
parties damages, after saying com¬ 
putation of damage to county 
roads would be difficult. 

His findings and conclusions in 
the case were filed a week ago 
Tuesday, and today’s motion, to be 
heard in two or three weeks, was 
the next development. 

HEIRESS death" 
TO BE PROBED 

TORONTO. (Canadian Press)— 
W. Perkins Bull, Toronto attorney, 
was under subpoena today to ap¬ 
pear at the suddenly-ordered in¬ 
quest into the death of Mrs. May- 
belle Horlick Sidley, 61-year-oId 
heiress to the Horlick Malted Milk 
fortune, who died at his home 
July 6. 

The inquest was ordered by At¬ 
torney General Gordon (Jonant for 
July 26 after a conference last 
night with police officials. No 
reason was given for the action. 

A private autopsy, performed 
with permission of her son, Wil¬ 
liam, the day Mrs. Sidley died, 
found death due to natural causes, 
from a brain tiunor that followed 
a spinal lesion. 

The police launched an inquiry 
July 7, however, at the request of 
the attorney general, who ex¬ 
plained that "the atmosphere of 
the case puts it on inquiry.”

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RELIEF CHIEF HOPKINS SAYS 
WPA IS FREE FROM POIHICS 


CHAUTAUQUA, N. Y. (AM—Re¬ 
lief Administrator Harry Hopkins 
replied today to critics of WPA 
with an assertion the agency was 
freer from political coercion “than 
most large private enterprisee.” 

Hopkins defended the Works 
Progress administration in dis¬ 
cussing what he termed the "fed¬ 
eral policies of great Importance 
upon which people disagree most 
frequently.” He listed them, in 
address prepared for the Chau¬ 
tauqua Institution, in this order: 

1. Relationship of government 
to business. 

2. Government policy toward la¬ 
bor and collective bargaining.

Herman Stuyvelaar, secretary of 
the CIO’s San Francisco industrial 
union council, said the production 
of bags had ben Increased from 
6,000,000 to 9,000,000 in the last 
year, and had caused San Fran¬ 
cisco concerns engaged in the same 
Industry to lay off 500 CIO em¬ 
ployes.

FIREFIGHTERS 

SEATTLE. (AM—More than 2000 
men fighting 200 Pacific north¬ 
west forest fires today were 
heartened by forecasts of cooler 
weather and increasing humidity. 

In most instances the fires were 
the result of a heat wave and 
thunderstorms. 

Washington state was hit hard¬ 
est, especially western Washing¬ 
ton’s wooded slopes and valleys 
where the majority of the state’s 
100 fires were burning. 

Seventy-three other fires burned 
in the Siskiyou forest in southern 
Oregon and northern California, 
and the remainder were scattered 
through northwestern Oregon, 
northern Idaho 


Heart Attack Held 
Cause of Former 
Magnate’s Death 

PARIS. (AM—Samuel Insull, 78, 
fallen $4,000,000,000 ruler of mid¬ 
west utilities empire, died suddenly 
this afternoon. 

Officials said he collapsed from 
a heart attack in a subway train. 

Insull was taken by subway em¬ 
ployes to the nearby Paul-Mar- 
mottan emergency hospital In the 
Etoile district. 

WIFE COLLAPSES 

Mrs. Insull, in a state of col¬ 
lapse when site reached the hos¬ 
pital, said that when she left their 
hotel apartment at noon the aging 
magnate told her he was going to 
write a few letters tuid then go to 
lunch. 

“I had told him never to take a 
subway because it was had for his 
heart,” she said weeping. 

First reports when the former 
financier’s body was brought to the 
hospital said he had been killed In 
the street by a hit-and-run driver. 
HE.\RT BI AIMED 

Police, however, said a heart 
ailment from which he had suf¬ 
fered for several years had proved 
fatal. 

After collapsing when she sawr 
the body, Mrs. Insull received res¬ 
toratives and then at once sent a 
cable to her son, Samuel, jr., in 
Geneva, Ill., notifying him of his 
father’s death. 

Insull only last Monday reached 
t’aris which four years ago w/as 
the first stop on his dramatic 
cross-Europe f”ght to evade em¬ 
bezzlement charges grrowlng out 
of collapse of his utilities empire 
in 1932 

This time he was on a pleasure 
trip to visit Mrs. Insull. 

Soon after Insull \vas brought 
in to the hospital Dr. Edmund L. 
Gros, chief of the medical staff of 
the American hospital in Paris, 
was o.alled to the emergency hos¬ 
pital. 

DEAD ON ARRIVAL 

Hospital authorities said Insull 
was dead upon arrival. 

Mrs. Insull was visiting friends 
in Chantilly, a short distance north 
of Paris, when she received word 
of the death. 

Alert despite his years, Tnanll 
gave proof of his sprightllness 
’ four years ago when he eluded au- 
■ thorities to slip away from a no 
' longer friendly haven in Greece 
and board a chartered Greek 
steamer to wander for weeks in 
the Mediterranean. 

FREED AT TRIALS 

FHnaliy his vessel was forced to 
put into port at Istanbul, Turkey, 
for fuel. There he was held by 
Turkish authorities until he could 
be put aboard an American mer¬ 
chant vessel and sent back to the 
United States to face two trials in 
Chicago, in which he was acquitted 
of embezzlement and mail fraud 
charges. 

American authorities had waged 
a long fight to bring him back 
and applied strong pressure on 
Greece to grant extradition. 

Twice saved from extradition by 
Greek courts, Greece finally indi¬ 
cated he would be surrendered to 
the United States, but one night 
he fled in disguise to sail away on 
the chartered steamer.

STRANGE ADVERTURES 


Lupe Figueroa is a tall, bushy- 
haired laborer who lives at 
Stanton. 

He sat in the couhty jail this 
morning, a little bit doubtful 
about some men in uniforms, 
who have been acting peculiarly, 
it seems to him. 

Figueroa, 27, jailed on grand 
theft charges, walked calmly out 
of a superior courtroom yester¬ 
day afternoon, past judge, court 
attaches and 50 spectators, and 
escaped. They finally caught him 


at Fifth and Flower streets, 
walking leisurely along on his 
way home. ■ 

His casual escape and recap¬ 
ture was the climax to a comedy 
of errors that began six months 
ago when he approached a 
woman in Anaheim. She was un¬ 
friendly, so Lupe slapped her— 
hard. 

He went to jail for four 
months, and began to write 
peculiar letters to his family. 
The Americans in the jail, said 


Lupe, were going to kill all the 
Mexicans—but Lupe was going 
to get in a few licks and kill a 
few of the American prisoners, 
and for good measure he was 
going to annihilate Court Inter¬ 
preter Charley Carrillo. 

Carrillo, who censors outgoing 
jail mail, naturally was inter¬ 
ested. Deputy District Attorney 
Robert Gardner sent Lupe to the 
county hospital to be looked 
over. They said he was sane. 

He got out of jail. Three 


weeks ago he saw a likely-look¬ 
ing strawberry truck standing 
at the roadside in Stanton. He 
borrowed the strawberries, and 
the truck. Near Oceanside some 
men in uniforms stopped him, 
asked a lot of questions and put 
him in a jail for 10 days. 

When he got out there were 
some more men in uniforms 
waiting for him. Lupe didn’t un¬ 
derstand that, and he told the 
men he had served his time for 
stealing the truck. They said he 


hadn’t, that he had just been in 
jail for speeding and driving 
without a license. And they 
brought him back here to jail, 
mystifying the prisoner no end. 

Superior Judge James L. Al¬ 
len appointed W. P. Webb, Ana¬ 
heim attorney, to represent the 
now-bewildered Lupe. Webb 
thought maybe there was some¬ 
thing wrong, and Gardner again 
ordered a sanity examination. 

"The patient,’’ reported the 
county hospital, "is sane.” Gard¬ 


ner learned later that “the pa¬ 
tient” was the wrong fellow. The 
hospital had examined Joe Riv¬ 
era, 20, who is another person 
entirely. 

Gardner had the prisoner 
brought into court yesterday 
afternoon and placed in the jury 
box. He got a week's continu¬ 
ance so the county hospital could 
examine the right prisoner this 
time. 

The afternoon wore on. Lupe 
got tired of sitting there, and 
besides nobody paid any atten¬ 


tion to him. Judge Allen was 
hearing a lot of divorces which 
did not interest Lupe in the 
least. He saw a lot of people 
getting up and going out. 

So he got up, walked past the 
counsel table and the judge’s 
bench, down the middle aisle 
among half a hundred specta¬ 
tors, and went away. 

Sheriff Logan Jackson was 
called—and a frantic search got 
under way. Deputies scoured the 
courthouse, peering into likely 
comers and closets. ’They per¬ 


suaded chuckling stenographers 
to look in ladies’ rest rooms to 
see if Lupe had gone that way. 
A net was thrown about the 
city. 

Lupe walked on toward home. 
At Fifth and Flower streets he 
saw another man in a uniform. 
The man. Deputy John Gilmore, 
stopped him and took him back 
to jail, which puzzled Lupe no 
end. 

"I thought,” the puzzled pris¬ 
oner told a relieved sheriff, 
"they were through with me.”

WASHINGTON. (iW—The names 
of a handful of lawyers and jur¬ 
ists from beyond the Missouri 
river came to the front today in 
capital speculation over a suc¬ 
cessor to Supreme Court Justice 
Cardozo. 

Talk centered on these possi¬ 
bilities after Senator Adams (D., 
Colo.) said President Roosevelt 
had agrreed with him that it would 
be fitting to appoint a westerners. 

All but one of the present jus¬ 
tices come from the east or south. 
The exception is Justice Butler of 
Minnesota. Cardozo was a New 
rorker, a fact which might bring 
preferment to a candidate from 
that state, although two other 
New Yorkers still are on the 
bench—Chief Justice Hughes and 
Justice Stone.

FOES OF LABOR 
BILLS MARKED 
FOR DEFEAT 

WASHINGTON. (JP) — Labor’s 
non-partisan league, headed by 
CIO Chieftain John L. Lewis, put 
40-odd congress members on a 
"blacklist” today and marked 
them for defeat. 

The opposition, it was indicated, 
was based chiefly on the candi¬ 
dates’ stand on the wage-hour bill. 
The list Included a majority of the 
house rules committee which kept 
that measure pigeonholed for 
many months. 

The league, spokesmen said, has 
rated congressmen "A,” "B,” "C” 
and "D,” according to their labor 
views. 

E, L. Oliver, executive vice pres¬ 
ident, said the following rules 
committee members were put in 
the ’D” classification, which he 
described as the category for those 
to whom the organization is un- 
alterably oppo.sed: 

Representatives Cox of Georgia, 
Driver of Arkansas, Smith of Vir¬ 
ginia, Clark of North Carolina, 
Dies of Texas and Lewis of Colo¬ 
rado, Democrats; Martin of Mas- 
sachusett.s, Mapes of Michigan, 
Taylor of Tennessee and McLean 
of New Jersey, Republicans. 

At the .same time the league’s 
’’blacklist” was di.sclosed, Oliver 
also named over several senators 
and otheis whom the league ac¬ 
corded an “A” rating because of 
their labor records. These in¬ 
cluded Senators Thomas of Okla¬ 
homa, who recently won Demo- 
I cratic renomination, and Barkley 
j of Kentucky, who.se renomination 
is opposed in the Democratic sen¬ 
atorial primary by Governor A. B. 

I Chandler. 

The league gave "B” ratings to 
Democratic Senators McAdoo of 
California and Bulkley of Ohio, 
thus cla.s.sifying them as being 
very friendly to labor but not ag¬ 
gressively active in its behalf, 
Oliver .said. 

The league, declining to make 
public the "B” and "C” ratings 
hecau.se in most cases they had 
not been checked against lists 
prepared by the league's state of¬ 
fices, announced these “A” and 
“B” ratings of house membens: 

California: (A) Voorhis, Scott, 
Izac (Democrats) and Welch (Re¬ 
publican); (D) Lea (Democrat).

When 
this bondage became very severe, they 
finally called upon the Lord for help. 
In answer to this call He raised up 
judges who would deliver them, but soon 
they would go into sin again, and with 
it another bondage.

tinued for many years. With this back¬ 
ground and setting, let us briefly note 
one such incident. 

When men choose to do evil, they 
purchase their own ticket to bondage. 
Sin never pays. Because of their owm 
evil doings these people are now cap¬ 
tives of those they had once conquered. 
Foolish man to do evil. For 20 years 
they were ’’mightily oppressed.” Satan 
is a cruel master. When the suffering 
became all but unbearable "the children 
of Israel cried unto the Lord.” How 
strange that men do not call on the 
Lord sooner. It is only when desperate 
that many people ever even think of 
God. How gracious God is to answer 
under such conditions. Deborah, a 
prophetess—a deliverer of the message 
or will of God, living close enough to 


the Lord to be His special messenger 
to others, was a judge at this time. 
Through Deborah God came to the res¬ 
cue. The victory was complete for . 
Israel and they were delivered from an¬ 
other severe bondage. Deborah com¬ 
memorates the victory with a great 
song (Judge 5). In it she tells that 
even the stars in their courses fought 
against the enemy. A heavy rain 
came, softened the ground and the iron 
chariots of the enemy (which the 
Israelites had feared) were mired down 
so the horses could not move them. 
Slsera, captain of the enemy’s army, 
saw all was hopeless, left his chariot 
and fled and was slain by a woman. 
That help from heaven in the form 
of rain reminds us of the elements 
bringing defeat where defeat was "un¬ 
thinkable” in present day history. What 
is outstanding in Deborah’s help? She 
led a simple courageous life, in touch 
with God, inspiring others. She was 
a homemaker, a companion in service, 
served in an emergency. Barak, com¬ 
mander of Israel’s army, was not one 
of those men who refuses to listen to 
a woman. Had he been such we would 
never have heard from him. As it 
was, he shared victor’s honors.

Lemons brought an average of 
$4.42 per box this week, 23 cents 
more than last week, as sales in¬ 
creased 110 cars to a total of 343 
cars. 

The holiday last week influenced 
the sales total, but this week’s 
sales was an increase of seven 
cars over the same period of two 
weeks ago for oranges, and an in¬ 
crease of 81 cars of lemons for the 
same period two weeks ago. 

Oranges brought an average of 
$2.83 per box two weeks ago, as 
compared with the $3.10 per box 
average for this week. Lemons 
brought $4.51 per box two weeks 
ago, nine cents more than the past 
week. 

The California - Arizona orange 
and grapefruit marketing agency 
announced the following prorate 
for next week to be shipped Inter¬ 
state: 1545 cars of valencias from 
southern and 5 cars from central 
California; inlrastate: 190 cars 
from southern and 10 from north¬ 
ern California. The diversion allot¬ 
ment was 4500 tons for the week. 

In Pacific coast markets oranges 
were reported generally stronger, 
and lemons held about unchanged. 

A. E. Prugh, local representative 
of the federal-state market news 
service, in commenting on Pacific 
coast markets for tli.e week, said: 

“San Francisco valencias 150s 
and larger from southern Califor¬ 
nia brought $2.25 to $2.75 per box. 
Lemons 300s to 360s brought $4.25 
to $4.50 per box. 

“Portland unloaded 9 cars of or¬ 
anges, and three cars of lomens.
